Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because; claims 1-42 remains rejected in view of Garg, et 
al. The examiner is only required to give the broadest reasonable interpretations to the claimed language. Independent claims merely 
claims a first storage for storing objects where Garg teaches any of the following storages such as hard disk drive, nonvolatile storage, 
RAM, ROMs (col. 5, lines 15-31), and a file system manager (col. 7, lines 21-25) that are able to store objects therein. Garg discloses a 
second storage that stores the GUIDs in the object manager (col. 6, line 60-col.7, line 4). 

The GUIDs of Garg are unique that distinguishes it from the other objects (col. 6, line 65-col.7, line 6). GUIDs are inherently unique 
identifiers across all computers and networks. GUIDs are "global unique identifiers" where these identifiers are unique within, outside, or 
anywhere across all computers and networks in order to distinct from one object or file to another of another storage or another 
computer. Else, the acronyms does not accurately define itself. Not only are GUIDs defined as globally unique identifiers but are 
inherently known to be unique across all computers and networks, therefore GUIDs of Garg are unique within and outside of the storage 
system. 
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
